5,000 Students_Endangered. 


Over 5,000 Chinese students had n 
narrow escape when the bombers 
came over. They hod gathered tn 
Chungshan Park, situated next to the 
airfield, to celebrate “Youth Day,” in 
connection with the world peacc 
movement and were just about to 
commence the ceremonies when the 
first Japanese planes appeared, For- 
tunately no bombs were dropped on 
the park and after the raiders had 
teft the students paraded the streets 
of the city.

China was bombed during the after- 
noon. A foreign report from Ichang 
states that eleven bombers dropped 
60 bombs on the airfield there, though 
damage is unknown. :

Washington, Feb. 8. 

Senator Key Pittman tensely and 
dramatically read to the Senate to- 
day Mr, Cordell Hull's tetter, which 
slated “The answer $s No!", referring 
to ench of the three questlons ¢on- 
tained in Senator Hiram Johnson's 
resolution as to whether there was 
un understanding or agreement with 
Britain, whether there was an alll- 
unee with any Power, and whether 
there was an agreement to use the 
American navy, or an ngreement for 
the navy to patrol certain waters In 
u certaln contingency. 


Senator Pittman then moved that 
the resolution be withdrawn, and 
Senator Johnson sald: “I consider the 
matter answered, but I do not desire 
to withdraw.” 


As a result of this the Senate In- 
definitely ‘postponed the resolution, 
which was tantamount to killing it. 


DICTATORS CONDEMNED 


Earlier on In an unusually frank 
discussion on international affalrs, 
Senator Pittman suid that “world 
conditions are progressively becoming 
worse. So-calicd authorities have 
been consolidating ond strengthening 
thelr war instrumentalities, and de- 
mocratic natlons hnve been progres- 
sively retreating with every Indica- 
tion of pacific feur, The continuation 
of such courses would have the In- 
evitable result of continued conquests 
nnd ultimate war, In which’ the so- 
called democracies would be at a 
disadvantage." a €s 


Senator Pittman charged that world 
conditions had become worse since 
tho Japanese military clique  scized 
tule by “arbitrary power — and 
violence’, and he sald that Japan 
was “avolding” a definite answer to 
noval constrictlon enquiries.

Mr. Vernon Bartlett, special core 
respondent of the News Chrontcle, 
sald yesterday: that his trip to Hong- 
kong was not without excitement, 
since he was ‘detained by order of 
the Italian police in Brindlsi, and had 
his first sight of Japanese warships 
near Gap Rock. 

Well known as o commentator on 
international affairs, Mr. Bartlett 
covered some months of the Spanish 
war, and Is now haping to get ac~ 
quainted at first hand with the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities. : 

While the Imperial Alrways plane 
on which he came out was stopping 
over aot Brindisi, Mr. Bartlett was 
taken aside by the police and his 
luggage was Impounded. It appcar- 
ed that he would be detained some 
tlme, until representations were made 
to the authorities and guarantees 
were given by Imperlal Alrways that 
he would do ho journallstic work 
while in Italy. . However, his baggage 
was sealed up and he was allowe 
only the use of his pyjamas. 7 

“Y was not altogether surprised,’ 
sald Mr, Bartlett, “I knew I was on 
the Duce’s black books because 1 
wrote rather strongly of Italian inter 
vention in the Spanish war. 

Incidentally, Mr. Bartlett met 
Mussolini {requently during — this 
phaso of his work, and: formed the 
opinion that he was essentially a 
reallst whom Europe need not really 
“He once sald to me: ‘Dicta- 
tors are ambitious people who want 
to keep thelr jobs, and they know 
that a man who starts a war is scldom 
in power to. sign tho peace treaty 
when that war cnds.” . 

PEACE BY BOYCOTT | : 

Speaking of his job. in China, Mr. 
Bartlett sald that apart from making 
himself acquainted with the political 
position, which ‘he hoped to do by 
visits to Hankow, Canton and jnter- 
views with high officers of the 
Government, he also had a peace 
mission. 

This was to assure the Chinese 
people of the efforts being made on 
thelr behalf by the International 
Pence Campaign headed by M. Pierre 
Cot, Minister of the Interior, and M. 
Edouard’ Herriot, former Prime 
Minister of France, to promote a 
world-wide boycott of trade against 
Japan by labour and co-operative 
bodies, 

The movement originated from the 
resolution of the League of Natlons 
Union that each country should do 
something in its own way to end 
the hoatilities, and would culminate 
at the end of this week in a meeting 
at the Albert Hall of representatives 
of 400 million members of Unions, 
labour bodies, co-operative socictivs, 
universities ete, Lord Cecil was the 
head of the British representatives 
at this meeting, and Mr. T. V. Sooni 
had agreed to be chairman. of the 
China Natlonal.Group, 

Mr. Bartlett will stay several weeks 
in the Far East before returning to 
London,

Canton, Feb. 7." 

Yesterdoy's naval engagement, with 
the forts at Boccn Tigris opencd at 
6 o'clock in the morning, when six 
destroyers and on crulscr opened up.

A 
launch that was already in the water 
spent a few seconds in picking up 
bodics, the first heavy shell having 
blown some sailors overboard, 
according to the Yat Sun news 
ngency, : ;

A minor engagement was 
fought there, some 30 shells being

Father Of Duchess 
. Of Kent Was 66 
Years Of Age 


. Athens, Feb, 8, 
The death - occurred to-day of 
Prince Nicholas of Greeco, father of 
the Duchess of Kent, at the age of 
00. He had been Ill for nearly o 
week, suffering from a disorder of 
the blood and Kidney trouble, 


Extreme, Unction was administered 
on Sunday night when his condition 
suddenly became worse, 


The Duchess interrupted her holl- 
day with the Duke in the Austrian 
Tyrol and hurried to the bedside of 
her father. The Duke returned .to 
London. alone-—Reuter, 


Prince’ Nicholas was 4 first cousin 
of the late King George V of England, 
his father, King George I, of Greece, 
being a son of King Christinn, of 
Denmark, and brother of Queen 
Alexandra, wife of King Edward VII. 


‘Trained As Soldier 


Prince Nicholas was the uncle of 
King George I, of Greece, He was 
born ‘at Athens in 1872, the second 
son of King, George I and brother of 
King Constantine who abdicated in 
1922 In favour of his son George II. 
Nicholas's mother was the Grand 
Duchess Olga, of Russia, : 


He was trained: for the army and 
took part in the Balkan wars when 
Greece was Involved. All his In- 
clination, however, were literary and 
urtistle, He also had tact ond a 
charming personality which made 
him welcome aot ali social gatherings. 
For this reason he was often employed 
to represent the King at. Royal and 
other State ceremonies abroad, be- 
coming well known In all the capltals 
of Europe, : 


In 1902 Nicholas married the Grand 
Duchess Helen, of Russla, the ccere- 
mony taking place at Tsarsioc Sclo. 
They had three daughters, The 
eldest, Olga, married Prince Paul of 
Jugoslavia in 1923. Elizabeth, the 
second daughter, 
of Count Charles of Toerring- 
Jettenbach In 1934, and the youngest, 
Marina, marricd the Dulce of Kent In 


When in 1923, Greece became 4 
republic and George IL had to leave 
the country, Nicholas and his family 
went to Paris. ‘Taking a flat over- 
looking the Bols'de.Boulogne, he had 
a large room converted Into a studio 
and settled down to a life of painting 
and writing. . : 


In 1926 he published his autoblo- 
graphy under the title “My Fifty 
Years.” "In Ught veln he related 
much that was amusing about Greclc 
Court Iife in his carly days. In more 
serious mood he defended his brother 
King Constantine against the charge 
of being pro-German. 


Constantine refused to allow Greece 
to support the Entente Powers in the 
world-war and had .to leave the 
country and remain away until after 
the war. Nicholas declared that 
Constantine was a_ Greek patriot, 
neither pro-German nor pro-Entente,

created n stir from the very first; for 
he appenred in Court arrayed in the 
customary borse-hoir wig of an Eng- 
lish jurist. “Wigs were now men- 
tloned in the records for, the first 
time,” says a contemporary account, 
nnd even the Chief Justice (Judge 
Adams) was “in favour of their be- 
Ing worn and the Court being held 
with the ceremony and solemnity 
nttendant upon an English tribunal,”

The newspapers of — this period; 
were filled with lurid accounts of 
the kidnappings, seductions — and | 
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cuolies Who realised too late how they 
had heen tricked by these Bends who 
profited from the sale of human flesh, 
At length, in 1874, the Western 
Powers finally moved to outlaw this 
shameful traMfe. Great credit for 
its final nbolition was duc to -the 
efforts of Shr John Smale, who, 
singleshanded, had been tehting the 
invidious trade from the Bench for 
years—freeing any kidnapped coolles 
who had managed to eseape from the 
ships) in transit’ to the American 
continent, 


His judgments on this subject were 
us momentous locally as that of the 
famous “Dred: Scott" decision in the 
United States during the fifties, and 
resulted in the emaneipntion from 
prontiy of scores of unwilling’ vie~ 
ims. . 


Judge Smile was always veyy 
highly regarded by the non Buropean 
community and on April, 1866, when 
he went home on twelve months’ 
leave the Parsee community fot up

Sir John became the bulYoon of 
the moment and his” sessions were 
filled with those who, wanted to 
witness the spectacle__of_a__Chlef 
Justice “hauling some of his 
ordinates over ghe conls', 

The local Press of that day seized 
upon the occasions , with Bratelul 
alaerity and we have many accounts 


of Sir John's unreasonable outbursts 
of splenetic censure upon those who 
displeased him. One of the most 
disgusting of these scenes wis when 
the petulant ofd man apparently 
took a sudden dislike to the Re- 
wistrar, Mr. Henry Frederick Gib- 
bons, a young man ‘who had just 
come out from Englaid. Sir John 
went out of his way to openly 
humillate this oMcial in open Court, 
und Gibbons, being apparently tw man 
of sptrit, naturally resented being 
taken to task and “‘sassed back".

That I should huve gone on doing 
so, now that an official Ust ts annual- 
ly published, would sccm super 
fluous; but I do not {cel Inclined to 
discontinue my custom, because I 
continue to receive so many In- 
quirles us to when my ranking lst 
wil be published that ft is evident 
that It is of Interest to many plnyers 
of the game, 

Those who take the tréuble lo 
compare the list given below with 
this yeur’s oMicial Mst published by 
the L.T.A, a couple of months ago, 
will note thut there is much less 
variation between them = than hus 
been the case in spme recent years. 
Indeed, eleven out of the L.T.A/s 
twelve and of the first twelve in my 
Ust, arc’the same players, though 
not quite in the sume order, The 
similarity; may be accounted for 
partly: because the LTA. -has ex- 
fended the scope of its basis of 
calculation, which docs not now, 6s 
it did formerly, consist only of the 
play in the six ‘summer" months, 
wherens I have always taken into 
calculation the play of the whole 
yenr, which seemed to me to be the 
logical basis “for compiling an 
annual ranking Ist. 

The L.T.A. compliers have not yet 
taken quite so comprchensive u view, 
but they have added certain ‘com- 
petitions, such as the Covered Courts 
Champlonship and the Inter-County 
Ward-court Championships to thelr 
st of play to be noted. Partly, also, 
because there has really been 
singularly little variation in form 
among our players from the previous 
year; and the form of nearly all 
those of the first dozen ‘or so who 
follow H. W. Austin has been so {n- 
und-out that it is almost impossible 


to separate them. The L.T.A., lst), 


does, inderd, separate them, with 
the exception of the two players on 
its list. who jointly occupy the 
twelfth place; but I have preferred 
tto bracket two or three or,more 
players together becnuse I consider 


sthem to be so nearly of the same 
strength that it would be impossible 
to forecast the result of a match be- 
tween any two of them. After all, 
ff it is permissible, and wise, to 
bracket two men -together at No. 12, 
there is no reason why two, or three, 
men should not be bracketed = to- 
gether higher up in the list.
